Specifications in Detail 


The above enumerated quantities convey a general idea of the 
requirements, and subjoined the particulars are given with more 
detail and according to lot number and specification. 

The Committee on Specifications in its report to the Joint 
Committee on Printing dwells to some extent upon the necessity 
of providing both higher and lower grade papers for the Gov- 
ernment use, and as an example call for a good grade of news 
print suitable for publications of transitory value which are not 
expected to endure more than a year or two or to be much 
handled. 

The schedules have been rearranged and renumbered according 
to a definite order. The general classes are printing, coated book, 
writings, bonds, ledgers, manillas, card and bristol board covers 
and miscellaneous. Nine distinct lots have been added, and other 
lot numbers have also been added to provide for different sizes 
and weights, separation of flat lots from roll lots and of white 
from colored paper, etc. Other lots are omitted, such as antique 
machine finish printing deckle edge, golden envelope, white writ- 
ing, 21x32, 50 lbs.; white writing, blue bond and blue safety bond, 
heavy coated (one side) book, 24x38, 100 lbs.; gray and light 
green lithographed linen papers, and linen finish letter paper. 

The committee in the preparation of the specifications has also 
avoided the prescription of fixed formula by which the papers 
must be made so as not to limit unnecessarily the freedom of 
the manufacturer. Where found practicable the committee has 
reduced the weight and consequently the quantity of the paper 
to be used. 

Concerning mineral filler the committee says that this substance 
is determined by the percentage of ash which a paper contains in 
excess of the natural ash of the fibre stock, and it has been 
limited to the amount which is necessary to produce opacity and 
finish. An increase in filler is accompanied by a reduction of the 
amount of fibre stock present in a given weight and a decrease in 
the strength, durability and life of the paper. Special attention is 
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called in respect to the percentage of ash to be allowed to lots 
3-20, 26-34, 37-41 and 120.

“Business is picking up in good shape, as is indicated by the fact 
that while the total number of carloads of paper which were 
shipped from Wisconsin mills in October, 1910, and October, 1911, 


was almost identical, November this year shows an increase over 
the same period a year ago of 10 per cent.

PAPER HOUSES GENERALLY ACTIVE 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, December 20, 1911.—Holiday business in most 
lines on the Pacific Coast is generally admitted to have fallen 
somewhat short of expectations, though reports from most parts 
of the territory indicate some increase over last year, and the 
outlook for the new year is encouraging. The local paper houses 
have shared in the general activity, and report more activity 
in all lines of paper than for a number of months past. There 
will, of course, be some falling off after the first of the year 
in most lines. but dealers are confident that a fair demand will 
continue through the winter, and look for a marked revival with 
the approach of spring. 

The wrapping paper business, which has been only fair the 
greater part of the year, has been extremely active in San Fran- 
cisco of late, and is in much better condition all over the Coast. 
All the manufacturers of wrapping paper are operating at full 
capacity, but now require from sixty to ninety days to make 
delivery on orders, though deliveries were made during the sum- 
mer and early fall within sixty days at most, and frequently 
within a month. This comparative scarcity of wrapping paper 
has: brought about an advance of prices in some of the better 
grades of fibre paper. 

The Coast newsprint situation shows little change from month 
te month, though the consumption is gradually increasing. The 
growth of demand is mainly in the interior, as new publications 
are constantly being started in the smaller towns, and the majority 
appear to have a fair degree of success. The supply here has 
never been far ahead of the demand, though considerable Eastern 
paper is being brought in all the time, and occasionally small lots

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TO GONSERVE WATER POWER 
AND FORESTS 


Message of Governor Dix to the State Legislature Embodies 
Forcible Recommendations of Conservation—Dissipated Re- 
sources Must Be Replenished—State Should Own Water 
Storage System and Power Distribution—Forests 
Stripped for Holiday Decoration—System of 
Replanting by Prison Labor, Etc. 


Governor Dix, in his forthcoming message to the Legislature, 
will emphasize the need of the preservation and utilization of the 
waters and forests of the State. He believes that the present gen- 
eration is but the trustee of resources which will be needed for 
power by the generations to come, when the coal supplies of the 
country have been materially diminished, if not practically ex- 
hausted. He will say that New York State, almost without coal 
deposits, has within its borders resources for the generation of 
power as great as those of the Pennsylvania coal fields. 

“If the State of Pennsylvania,” said the Governor yesterday at 
the Hotel Knickerbocker, where he is stopping, “were to give away 
or waste its coal, we should think it most extraordinary. Yet we 
have given away or are wasting resources as valuable and as im- 
portant to our development. In Switzerland water power is con- 
served and utilized to such an extent that in some towns not an 
ounce of coal is used, All the power, light and heat are furnished 
by electricity generated by water power. Incidentally, Switzer- 
land had a forestry system 400 years before America was dis- 
covered, while in this State we are still at the threshold of what 
should be done. ‘ 

“Our rivers and forests are really our only great resources here, 
aside from our agricultural lands. The State should not give up 
these resources to private interests, as it has often done in the 
past. If it sells power to the users of power that is all they want. 
They would buy power from the State instead of from private 
concessionnaires. 

“The building of the barge canal has put us in possession of in- 
creased water power, which should be a source of large revenue to 
the State. At Lockport a power company got the water power 
rights from the State in early days for $200 a year. In 1853 the 
canal was enlarged, but no change was made in the price. Now the 
depth of four feet has been increased to twelve, and the canal has 
been widened. Yet up to last year, when the arrangement was 
abrogated, the power company continued to pay $200 a year, al- 
though its revenue from users of power was about $30,000 a year. 
This is an example of the way in which this great source of revenue 
has been frittered away in the past. 

“If the State delivered power to communities along the canal 
those communities would build up—people would go there to live, 
they would become taxpayers, and the towns would furnish freight 
for the canal. From this source power would be furnished through- 
out the year between Niagara Falls and Rochester. 
of the canal it would be furnished only in summer. 

“This is only one source, however. The moisture that the sun 
draws from the ocean and that is deposited on the mountains is 
largely left to run to waste. Its natural reservoir, the vegetable 
mould known as humus, has been burned away. The only way the 
water can now be conserved is~by the scientific regulation of the 
streams. We should increase the efficiency of this water power by 
making the flow constant, so that men may be employed in mills 
throughout the year instead of at certain seasons, as now, and 
the health of communities may be benefited by fresh instead of 
stagnant water and the canal supplied with traffic. People would 
settle in the mill sections because of steady employment, whereas 
they now come from Maine or Massachusetts for a short time and 
drift back again when the mills are idle. 


Along the rest 


I believe an important 


influence would be exerted in solving the problem of congestion 
in this city by offering such steady employment in rural communi- 
ties. We would get good citizens there because they would be part 
of the community, and not merely employed there for a time. 

“To accomplish this there must be reservoirs to accumulate water 
on the high levels. The expense would be paid by owners of water 
power through a suitable arrangement of bonds and sinking funds, 
and at the end, say, of fifty years the State would have a clear 
ownership, while the power users would continue to pay forever. 

“There is actual energy in these waters equal to the coal fields 
of Pennsylvania. Our industries now have to compete with those 
of Pennsylvania, with the added expense of transporting the coal 
here. We have thrown away a large part of the resources we have, 
and that cannot be changed, but we must conserve what we have 
left for the time, perhaps fifty years from now, when coal has be- 
come too expensive. 

“Now, another resource that we must do something to protect is 
our forests. In the United States at this season of the year 
4,000,000 trees from ten to thirty years old are used in holiday deco- 
rations, and we are planting only half that number. In New York 
we sold all we could get from the nurseries of France and Ger- 
many after the demand there had been supplied. Last year the 
demand here exceeded the supply by 70 per cent. At Meadowvale 
and Clinton prisons we have now established nurseries to grow 
20,000,000 trees. This gives the prisoners employment, without 
competing with any union labor, in a profitable industry, Many 
abandoned farms have come into possession of the State. I want 
to use them for the planting of seedlings by the prisoners for this 
supply of Christmas trees and decorations. 

“The farms could also be used for growing hardwoods, such as 
red oak, for railroad ties, thus forming another industry. On one 
railroad alone it takes 2,500,000 ties to equip it between New York 
and Buffalo. The farms we could use for this purpose number 
about 250 in forty-two counites.” 

The Governor, in his message, will outline the plan that he be- 
lieves should be carried out to insure the use and not the abuse of 
the natural resources of the State, and that the income from these 


resources shall remain forever the property of the people of the 
State. 


Will Be No Discontinuance of Shipments in Fibre Boxes

abrogation of the present rule pertaining to shipments to trans- 
continental territory in fibre boxes, and with all d je respect to 
the Transcontinental Freight Bureau.I wish to advise you that 
there is no meeting scheduled for January, and, furthermore, 
there is absolutely nothing on their docket with reference to 
discontinuing the acceptance of shipments in fibre cases to points 
in transcontinental territory. 

I might add in this connection that the Western Classification 
Committee will meet in Galveston, Tex., on January 14, at which 
meeting matters of interest to the fibre industry will be discussed, 
and the writer would suggest a good attendance of all parties 
interested in this subject.

Belief That United States Customs Court Will Decide Not to 
Allow Free Entry of Foreign Pulp and Paper—Other- 
wise American Market Would Be Swamped—John 
Norris Thinks Section 2 Will Stand—Pulp Wood 
Consumption—May Purchase Miramichi Plant— 

Water Powers to Be Auctioned 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTrEAL, Canada, December 23, 1911.—A dispatch was received 
here on Wednesday stating that President Taft had rescinded Sec- 
tion 2 of the act passed last summer, by which Canadian pulp and 
paper from privately owned lands could go in free. The next day, 
however, the dispatch was contradicted. This question is natur- 
ally of the most vital importance to Canadians, as is also the 
attitude of the American Government toward the admission of the 
European nations to the most favored nation clause. 

In conversation with one of the most prominent paper manufac- 
turers in Montreal your correspondent was informed that as far 
as could be learned from this side it looked very much as if Presi- 
dent Taft’s decision to refer this question to the ‘Customs Court of 
Appeal was an indication that the request of the European coun- 
tries would be refused. It is pointed out that customs courts are 
there for the purpose of protecting the revenue, and that they will 
not needlessly sacrifice the duties now imposed upon European 
pulp and paper. The act was intended solely for Canada, and it is 
believed that President Taft and the Customs Court will take that 
view of it. Canadians are naturally adverse to seeing the Euro- 
pean countries admitted to the United States market on the same 
conditions by which they enter. Canadian paper men want to get 
for themselves any pickings which the United States market may 
have to offer. 

Over here it is contended by paper men that the United States 
cannot compete with Europe in the matter of pulp. Already about 
40 per cent. of the United States production of sulphite has been 
cut off owing to the importations of European sulphite, which 
comes in in the face of a duty. If this duty were abolished it 
would mean that European countries would swamp the American 
mills. The conclusion arrived at by Canadian paper men who 
have followed this matter with the utmost care is that Section 2 
of the treaty made by President Taft last summer will stand, and 
that the European nations will not be admitted under the most fa- 
vored nations clause. They give as reasons for these views that 
President Taft is not the type of man to change his mind six 
months after putting an enactment on the statute books. At the 
same time the paper manufacturers of the United States are 
anxious to cancel this clause. This was carried last July in the 
House of Congress by three to one, and in the face of this Presi- 
dent Taft is not likely to rescind the measure. In regard to the 
admission of the European countries, they point out that this 
would demoralize the United States paper industry, as well as 
making serious inroads on their revenue. Canadian paper men are 
following with the keenest interest every move of the American 
Congress. R. 


John Norris on Section 2 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreaL, Canada, December 23, 1911.—John Norris, head of 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, was in Montreal 
a few days ago. Mr. Norris is of the opinion that President Taft 
will not rescind the measure put into force last July. He points 
out that it passed by a very large majority, and that the American 
publishers are as anxious today as they were six months ago to 
secure cheaper paper. On the other hand he believes that the 
European nations will be allowed to enjoy the same privileges as 


are now afforded to Canada. Mr. Norris is naturally in favor of 
the widest possible competition, and would like to see still closer 
business relations between Canada and the United States. He 
points out, however, that this matter is now in Canada’s hands, 
and that if we remove the restrictions which now operate against 
paper made from timber cut on Crown lands that we can enjoy te 
the full the American market. There is no doubt that Mr. Norris 
is right in this respect, but as far as your correspondent can learn 
there is no disposition on the part of the Quebec Government to 
remove the restrictions on Crown lands. It has been successful ip 
building up the pulp and paper industry in the province, and Sir 
Lomer Gouin, the Premier, would be loath to make any changes 
which might interfere with that progress. It is believed, however, 
by many paper men that there will eventually be found a way out 
of the difficulty. Just what the solution will be is difficult to say, 
but Sir Lomer Gouin has stated that he is open to reason, and if 
a reasonable solution can be offered he will give it his considera- 
tion. However, changes will be a matter for the future. For the 
present there seems to be no changes in sight, and if any should 
take place it will take considerable time to put them into opera- 
tion. R. 


Pulp Wood Statistics 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreaL, Canada, December 23, 1911.—According to statistics 
recently compiled by the Forestry Branch of the Department of 
the Interior twenty-five pulp mills were operated ‘in the Province 
of Quebec last year. These consumed 57 per cent. of the total 
pulp wood in Canada, and 23,000 cords more than in the year 1909. 
The mills in Nova Scotia consumed in the neighborhood of 30,000 
cords, while those of New Brunswick show a very small percent- 
age, amounting to about 3 per cent. of the total amount con- 
sumed in Canada. 

The average price of pulp wood in 1910 was $6 per cord. In 
the Province of Quebec it was $5.50, being slightly below that of 
1909. R. 


May Take Over Miramichi Plant

MontreaL, Canada, December 26, 1911.—It is understood that 
Carl Riordon and Charles Read are about to purchase the plant 
of the Miramichi Pulp and Paper Company, of New Brunswick. 
It is believed that they will also purchase the Snowball plant and 
operate the two in conjunction. R. 


Water Powers for Sale

Hinckley Gompany Accepts Big Award from State of 
New York 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 26, 1911.—An important meeting of 
the stockholders of the Hinckley Fibre Company was held in 
Cincinnati the latter part of last week to take informal action 
upon a proposition of a settlement, in the sum of $1,000,000, with 
the State of New York, for the interference with the water rights 
of the company on West Canada Creek, in New York State, 
where its mill and property are located. 


The Hinckley Fibre Company is a $600,000 corporation, and 
Miami Valley investors are largely interested. 

J. Howard Friend; of this city, who is the head of the Friend 
Paper and Tablet Company, West Carrollton, stepped out of the 
presidency of the Hinckley Company in 1907, after the failure of 
the Carrollton Company, which has since been in the hands of a 
receiver, and which is now about to be turned over to the pur- 
chasers, who are understood to be chiefly from the East. The 
details of that deal are about completed by Receiver W. W. 
Sunderland, who has obtained the approval of the court to the 
plans outlined some time ago in THe Paper TrabE JouRNAL. 


Now that affairs are progressing properly, Mr. Friend has re- 
sumed the presidency of the Hinckley Fibre Company, succeeding 
George M. McKee, who has held the post since Mr. Friend aban- 
doned it. Mr. Friend had voluntarily retired in 1907 to prevent 
any complications that might arise to injure the credit of the 
fibre company. 


About 70 per cent. of the stock of the Hinckley Company was 
represented at the meeting, and the board of directors was au- 
thorized to proceed with a settlement on the basis practically 
agreed on. The Hinckley Company awns 100,000 acres of timber 
land in the Adirondacks, about 30 miles from Utica, N. Y., and 
has a large pulp mill on West Canada Creek, which waterway it 
also uses for the transportation of logs. In the rebuilding of the 
Erie Canal through New York State the engineers have provided 
an immense dam at the head of West Canada Creek to create a 
water feeder for the increased needs of the enlarged canal. This 
dam renders the stream useless for the transportation of logs, and 
aiso interferes with the operation of the pulp plant to a certain 
extent. 


The directors have a proposition for a settlement on the $1,- 
000,000 cash basis, and the granting of valuable rights to water 
power generated at the new dam. The formal approval of the 
plan will be made at the regular meeting of the stockholders, to 
be held in May. 


The company has a capital of $250,000 7 per cent. cumulative 
preferred stock and $350,000 common stock which pays Io per 
cent. dividends. It has not yet been decided to what use the 
$1,000,000 to be made in cash payment by the State of New York 
will be put. At the next meeting the board of directors will be 
enlarged by the addition of two men. Wm. A. Stuart, of the 
Stuart & Brown Company, paper manufacturers, Cincinnati, is the 
vice president of the company, Wm. A. McKee secretary, and 
George M. McKee treasurer. The present directorate is com- 
posed of Messrs. Friend, Stuart, W. A. and G. M. McKee and 
Chas. E. Snyder. MIAMI VALLEY.

Water Power Rights Determined in Interesting Decision—Local 
Manufacturers Watch Paper Tariff Developments at Wash- 
ington—Perry D. Taylor Arrives Home from China 
and Tells of Conditions at the Hankow Mill 


Watertown, N. Y., December 25, 1911.—An action to determine 
water rights in the Black River at Dexter, N. Y., which has been 
under progress since June, 1907, has just been decided by Judge 
Merwin, who acted as referee. The water rights of a dam which 
supplies power for several mill wheels at this point were under 
dispute, and the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company brought 
suit against the Dexter Electric Light and Power Company to 
determine whether or not the latter was not infringing on their 
1ights.

judge decides that the plaintiff is the owner, under the 
and Seeber right, of the surplus water at this dam after 
water is supplied to the grants given a specified quantity of water. 
‘these grants are held by: 

1. Mary A. Nutting right, 340 square inches of water to run 
carding machines and fulling stock, which is the property of the 
Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company. 

2. The right of the Jefferson Woolen Company, which is the 
right exercised by the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company 
at its mill, to use so much water as will flow through its raceway 
when the water in the pond formed by said dam is within 6 inches 
from the top of the dam. When the water falls below this mark 
all other water owners must cease drawing. 

It is also held that the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company 
had the right to lower its tailrace, put in new and larger wheels 
and construct a forbay at its mill at the foot of the canal; that 
some changes made in the walls and bed of the canal increased its 
flow contrary to right, but that the flow had been restored by 
erecting bents in the canal to support the railroad bridge, as 
alleged by the plaintiff. 

3. That the Dexter Electric Ligft and Power Company, as the 
owner of the Abel Davis right, may take from the navigation-or 
lock canal 15 cubic feet of water per second in such a manner 
that the amount thereof may be readily ascertained. 

The decree mentions seven other water rights now owned by 
the plaintiff and known as dividend rights, only three of which 
are being exercised. 

The decision states that, subject to all the foregoing rights, the 
Dexter Electric Light and Power Company may draw 1,020 inches 
of water through an aperture containing 11.3 square feet, or, if it 
prefer, it may have three apertures aggregating not more than 11.3 
square feet. 

The plaintiff to the action is given the right to use all surplus 
water at any other site owned by it on condition that the change 
shall not interfere with the rights of other owners of water 
rights. 

It was further decreed that the plaintiff may use the river for 
floating logs to a reasonable extent; that the parties may mutually 
éxamine each other’s hydraulic works and go on the premises for 
that purpose, to see that the decree is being complied with; that 
a gauge shall be set upon the dam to show the elevation of the 
water; that the use of any more water than its granted rights by 
any power owner at Dexter inierferes with the rights of all others 
and tends to prevent them from getting the water to which they 
are entitled. 

It is further adjudged that the Dexter Electric Light and Power 
Company and the Jefferson Power Company have been in the 
attitude of claiming greater rights than those adjudged to them 
and they are restrained and enjoined from exercising any greater 
rights. LBS. 


Interested in the Paper Tariff Possibilities 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 25, 1911.—The report from Wash- 
ington that until further notice collectors of customs will continue 
to collect the former rate of duty upon wood pulp and print paper 
from foreign countries, and that President Taft and his advisers 
feel that there is some question whether Congress in enacting the 
Canadian reciprocity law actually intended to make Section 2 of 
the act operative independent of the fate of the measure, has 
aroused considerable discussion among paper manufacturers in this 
locality. 

It is said here that this decision did not apply to the trade 
between the United States and Canada, but effected simply over- 
seas shipments. It is pointed out here that the Government at 
Washington feels that the other foreign nations have pressed the 
favored nations’ clause a little too vigorously in demanding the 
admission of wood pulp and print paper free because of the clause 
which lets it in free from Canada. On this account the old cus- 
toms will be insisted upon probably until such time as the reci- 
procity clause is repealed, or an attempt made to repeal it fails. 

Local manufacturers say that they are especially interested in 
this ruling, for the reason that it means that they will not have 
tc compete against the open markets of the world, as they had 
feared, but will simply have to fight the free Canadian importations, 

A prominent Canadian visiting the city last week expressed the 
belief that grave regrets now afflict his people for rejecting the 
proffered agreement last fall. He states that were this question 
again submitted to the people it would meet scarcely a particle of 
cpposition. “The reason the agreement was defeated last fall is 
that there were more important issues at stake, and, as a matter 
of fact, very few took the trouble to vote upon the question at all.”

Perry Taylor Tells About Gonditions at Hankow 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., December 25, 1911.—Perry D. Taylor, the 
Bagley & Sewall paper machine representative at Hankow, China, 
for the past year, who has been in charge of the Government 
paper mill constructions in which the local company is installing 
the machinery, arrived home last Friday. While a letter received 
by a friend in this city last week told of his proposed homecoming, 
his appearance so soon was a decided surprise even to his daughter, 
with whom he is spending the holidays at Carthage. 

In speaking of conditions in China which drove him from his 
work and resulted in his premature visit here, he said that while 
things are in a very bad shape just now he expected that peace 
would be restored in the near future. He expects to receive a 
cablegram at any time asking him to return and resume charge of 
the plant at Hankow. 

Mr. Taylor left Shanghai on November 20, and his last visit 
to Hankow was about three weeks previous to that date. In 
answer to inquiry as to conditions at Hankow he said that he 
knew very little about what had happened since he left. He said 
that the mill property had changed hands four times. As far as 
he had been able to learn the mill itself had not been injured. At 
the time he gave up work on the plant, aver two months ago, his 
hand was forced on account of his Chinese laborers all leaving 
him. 

The mill itself now shows many marks of the struggle between 
the forces which alternated in using it as a stronghold. He said 
that three shells had been fired into the mill; one was found in 
the office, one in the mill and the other in the yard. None of 
them had fuses and did not explode. There were many rifle 
bullet marks on the stone enclosure about the mill. He brought 
with him, besides numerous pictures, a number of curios. He 
said that Americans do not seem to be in any danger, for he had 
passed back and forth through both lines. ED: &.

Progress of City’s Suit Against Standard Paper Company— 
Serious Accident to Old Mill Employee—Colonel Wing 
Will Move to Kalamazoo—Committee Submits 
Report on Workmen’s Compensation Law 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KALAMAzoo, Mich., December 28, 1911.—All the evidence in the 
suit of the city against the Standard Paper Company has been 
presented, and the case will be given to the jury January 2 or 3. 
After the defense had rested its case and the city had presented its 
rebuttal testimony, Judge F. E. Knappen announced that he would 
adjourn court until January 2, when the arguments would begin. 
It is probable that they will not be finished on the date set, al- 
though there is no reason why the jury should not get the case on 
the day following. 

During the last two or three days for the presentation of evi- 
dence all of the officials of the Standard Paper Company were 
witnesses. 

President Bartlett Dickinson testified that he had no knowledge 
of the investigation prior to the water investigation a year ago, 
and that the city at no time notified him of any inquiry it was 
making into the alleged loss of water at the Standard plant. 

He refuted the statement made by the city attorney that he, Mr. 
Dickinson, had opened the by-pass around the meter. He told the 
jury that he had always believed that there was a meter on both 
water pipes that ran into the mill. Mr. Dickinson made an excel- 
lent’ witness, explaining clearly every detail of his testimony. 

H. S. Humphrey, manufacturer of water heaters and a stock- 
holder in the Standard Paper Company, told about the installing 
of the fire sprinkler system, and denied that taps had been placed 
on the sprinkler pipes. 


He said he knew nothing about the alleged 
theft of 


company, knew nothing about the 
secret investigation that was conducted by the city until after it 
had been completed.

James H. Dewing, former president of the company, denied all 
the charges made by the city, and told the jury of a conversation 
he had with the city water commissioner, in which the commis- 
sioner told him he did not believe the Standard Paper Company 
has misappropriated any water. He said the commissioner had 
told him that he had found a tap open in the basement where the 
water was running out, and he believed this was the reason for 
the leakage and why the water was running so fast through the 
meter that had been recently installed on the city water main. 

J. C. Dreissen, former superintendent of the mill, but now man- 
ager of the Michigan Carton Company’s mill at Battie Creek, while 
being examined declared that the city attorney had kept out much 
of the testimony and some of the statements that had been made 
at the secret investigation conducted by the city. At this inquiry 
the paper company was never permitted to have a representative. 
Dreissen also accused the city attorney of making inaccurate 
statements. 

The case has been on for thirteen days, and no trial in recent 
years has attracted so much interest. z. 


Employee Seriously Injured

KaLaMazoo, Mich., December 28, 1911.—Walter Craft, twenty- 
three years old, an employee of the Kalamazoo Paper Company, 
lies at his home in a serious condition as the result of injuries 


received a few days ago while working around a washer. Just 
how Craft was caught in the machinery no one knows. No one 
saw the accident, and Craft has been injured in such a way that 
he has lost the use of his voice. Although he is conscious he is 
unable to utter words that can be understood. Attending physicians 


say that his spine has been hurt and that it has affected his vocal 
cords. They are unable to state whether he will ever be able to 
use his voice again. He was found a few minutes after the acci- 
dent on the floor by companions, who hurriedly called aid. One 
of the sad features of the accident is that he was married less than 
two weeks ago and had just settled in a new home. Craft has 
been an employee of the Kalamazoo Paper Company for three 
years and was very popular with his associates. E.

Basis of Employers’ Liability Act 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLAMAzoo, Mich., December 28, 1911.—During the past week 
the report of the Employers’ Liability and Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Commission was submitted to Governor Chase S. Osborn. 
The commission has been at work since the adjournment of the 
Legislature a year ago, and the report will form the basis of a 
proposed liability act that will without doubt be submitted to the 
Legislature at its session next winter. 

The commission has been investigating the laws of other States, 
besides looking into industrial accidents in Michigan and studying 
Michigan laws relative to accidents and responsibility. 

In fourteen fatal accidents in the State the commission found 
that the average recovery was $1,248 for each accident. 

Summarizing present conditions, the commission found that under 
Michigan laws injured workmen can recover damages when it can 
be proved that the injury resulted through negligence on the part 
of the employer, with no negligence on the part of the employee 
or on the part of a fellow servant. 

While the commission found that large sums are expended by 
employers as a protection against damages arising from industrial 
accidents, it also found that a very small percentage of the sum so 
expended resulted in any benefit to the injured. 

That any compensation law should be an optional law is one of 
‘he first findings of the commission, it being held that until the 
compensation act has been tried thoroughly by practical experi- 
ence it should not be made compulsory on any employer~or em- 
ployee. 

Domestic service and the agricultural industry are excluded 
from the terms of the bill which the commission proposes for 
enactment by the Legislature. (In Michigan it has been found 
that more men are injured while working on farms than in any 
other industry except railroads.) 

All injuries except such as result from the misconduct of the 
workmen are brought out by the terms of the proposed law, and 
while the act is made optional as to all private employers, :nclud- 
ing public service corporations, it is compulsory as to the State 
and counties, cities and villages. 

The proposed act practically destroys the three common law de- 
fenses of the employer, namely, contributory negligence, unless 
such negligence was willful; the fellow servant doctrine, and the 
defense that the employee assumes the risk. E.

Arguments in Supreme Court For and Against Constitutionality 
of Workmen’s Compensation Law—Shartle Brothers Has Been 
Incorporated—Allleged Big Shortage in Platt Iron Works 
Accounts—Canals Reported in Poor Conditions—Regu- 


lar Meeting of M. V. P. M. Goes Over 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 26, 1911.—Attorneys appearing for the 
opponents of the workmen’s compensation act before the Supreme 
Court became enmeshed in their own arguments, according to 
Attorney General Hogan and his assistants who are fighting to 
have the act upheld. Attorney John J. Lentz, for the opposition, 
insisted the Supreme Court should hold the act unconstitutional, 
and contended that it should pass the measure over the constitu- 
tional convention to frame an organic law that will permit a 
statute law of this character. State attorneys declare that if the 
opponents of the act correctly stated their position in Mr. Lentz’s 
argument they have shorn themselves of two other arguments. 

These contentions were that the act contravenes the Federal 
Constitution and the ordinance of 1787, as well as the State con- 
stitution. If the difficulty can be removed by altering the State 
constitution, it was argued that the claimed violation of the 
Federal Constitution and the ordinance of 1787 were not sus- 
tained. In opening for those opposed to the law, S. H. Tolles, of 
Cleveland, argued that the insurance business is a private not a 
public one, and that the State had no right to become a com- 
petitor. Attorney General Hogan contended that there are 30,000 
industrial accidents in Ohio every year, and said that court sta- 
tistics proved that under the present system only one person 
in eight recovered damages. He declared employers should never 
have had the common law defenses of assumption of risk, fellow 
servant and contributory negligence. 

The attack of the law, he said, if successful, was to put dollars 
and cents above the welfare of the working people. He pointed 
out that it was an unusual thing to see manufacturers and labor 
unions united in support of the law, and said only railroads and 
mine owners are opposing it. He added that both occupations 
are extremely hazardous. He declared that it was unjust that 
the State had kept no accurate account of the toll of modern 
industrialism. MIAMI VALLEY. 


Shartle Brothers Incorporated

Dayton, Ohio, December 26, 1911.—To meet the increasing 
demands of its business the Shartle Brothers Machine Company, of 
Middletown, has been incorporated with a capital of $100,000.

Alleged Shortage in Platt Iron Work’s Finances 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 26, 1911.—What is alleged to be an 
apparent shortage of $693,000 in the finances of the Platt Iron 
Company, of Dayton, was today disclosed by Reeve, Burch, Peters 
& Oppenheimer, attorneys for a number of creditors. The revela- 
tions was made at a meeting of creditors held before Bankruptcy 
Referee McConnoughey in this city. 

The iron works company was recently thrown into bankruptcy 
at the instance of several New York banks. A number of meet- 
ings have been held for the purpose of inquiring into the genuine- 
ness of their claims. 

Joseph B. Reichman, president of the company, was also presi- 
dent of the now defunct Carnegie Trust Company, of New York. 
When he was placed on the witness stand he professed to be 
unable to give any information relative to the financial dealings 
of the Pratt Iron Works Company, and the books of the com- 
pany were then introduced in evidence. The books showed that 
the Platt Iron Works Company was obligated to several New 
York banks in the sum of $693,000, but there was no record of 
what had become of this money,:or if it was actually paid into 
the treasury of the company, the attorneys allege. 

Judge Hollister will be asked to pass upon the election of the 
trustees who were chosen to manage the affairs of the company. 
They contend that the various New York banks formed what 
was termed a “creditors’ committee,” and under this guise the 
former officials of the Platt Iron Works Company actively partici- 
pated in the selection of trustees. The attorneys maintain that 
this is in contravention of the bankruptcy law, which provides 
that a bankrupt should have no choice in the appointment of a 
trustee. to manage its estate. Miami VALLEY. 


Ohio Ganals in Bad Shape 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 26, 1911.—Ohio canals have been 
crippled in efficiency and allowed to deteriorate in value through 
selfish interests and ignorance on the part of the public, according 
to John I. Miller, chief engineer of the State Board of Public 
Works, in his annual report to the Governor. 

Pointing out where the canals have been a source of great ex- 
pénse to the State and productive of no commensurate return, 
Engineer Miller declares that if the canals were placed in first 
class condition they would produce a profit, be a benefit to com- 
merce and aid in regulating railroad rates in Ohio. 

A canal policy is badly needed, and with it the application of 
business principles to canal administration, said the engineer. He 
explained that a load of merchandise could be sent across the 
State via canal for an amount that would carry it only fifty miles 
by rail. The report showed the Miami and Erie Canal from Cin- 
cinnati to Toledo in good condition only in places.

Eibel German Patent Rights Sustained 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., December 23, 1911.—Last winter the German 
Patent Office, Section of Applications, refused the application for 
a patent on the Ejibel invention on the grounds of priority of 
invention by a rival inventor. 

The Board of Appeals has now reversed the decision and de- 
cided to grant the Ejibel patent, it being considered a master 
or basic patent, and the other a constructional one. 

The decision is of considerable interest to American paper 
manufacturers.

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GERMANY GOMES BACK AT UNITED STATES 


The Administration is not going to get out of the paper tariff 
question, as represented by the favored nation treaties, as easily as 
at first thought. It was a matter simple enough to turn the affair 
over to the courts, and so escape responsibility and postpone the 
day of reckoning indefinitely. But Germany, among the other na- 
tions involved, does not seem inclined to sit back and wait idly. 
She has already begun retaliatory measures on her own account, 
which cannot but embarrass the authorities at Washington. A 
dispatch from Berlin, dated December 22, reads: 

“Secretary Knox’s threat to inflict retaliatory tariff duties upon 
Germany leaves the Kaiser’s Government unmoved. 

“It is asserted here that right and reason on the present occasion 
are indisputably on the Fatherland’s side. If America is experi- 
encing discomfort or inequality with regard to certain articles, she 
is getting, according to the German presentation of the case, noth- 
ing but a dose of her own medicine. 

“The difficulties which have arisen, the New York Times corre- 
spondent learns, are altogether of recent origin. They are totally 
disconnected with the old time complaints about German discrimi- 
nation against American meat products and the potash dispute of 
IQIO-IT. 

“The occasion of the pending trouble is the decision of the 
United States Government to admit Canadian wood pulp free of 
duty without reciprocal concessions of any sort from Canada. Ger- 
many exports between 30,000 and 35,000 tons of wood pulp a year 
to the United States, representing an annual trade of $1,250,000. 
She considers herself under her most favored nation treaty with 
the United States to be entitled to send wood pulp into the Amer- 
ican market on the same terms as Canada. 

“Ambassador Bernstorff made representations to this effect to 
the State Department the third week in November, immediately on 
his return from Germany. The protest remained unheeded, where- 
upon Germany proceeded to resort to prompt retaliatory measures. 

“New German commercial treaties with Sweden and Japan were 
to go into effect on December 1. The treaty with Sweden granted 
a special tariff on two articles which enter into direct active com- 
petition with American imports, namely, crucible tool steel and 
rubbers. 

“In both these lines America had begun to develop a brisk and 
growing trade in the Fatherland. 

“At the beginning of December Hamburg and Bremen agents 
representing American suddenly discovered that their 
Swedish competitors were getting tool steel and rubbers through 
the customs at considerably lower rates than those on American 
goods.

“The Americans protested, but were informed that Sweden had 
some sort of preferencial treatment on tool steel and rubbers, such 
as Canadian wood pulp was getting in the United States. The 
Americans then inquired what’ had become of the most favored 
nation rights they were supposed to enjoy. The customs authori- 
ties smilingly replied that that was the same question they had 
propounded when they tried to get German wood pulp duty free 
into the American market. 

“Unprejudiced observers in Berlin believe that the German case 
is strong on the specific issue in question. They predict that the 
new ‘Pittsburgh diplomacy’ now enthroned in Washington and 
momentarily under fire in Germany is headed for disaster if it 
forces the pace. The German Foreign Office states that its atti- 
tude for the present is to sit still and watch whether American 
public opinion approves Secretary Knox’s bellicose attitude.” 

A later dispatch from Washington as follows casts a little 
side light upon the situation. It reads: 

“Wasuincton, D. C., December 25.—The recent representations 
from Germany to the United States in the matter of free entry 
for print paper and wood pulp serves to bring this question again 


into prominence. When Canadian reciprocity was under consider- 


lair 
ation a section\was inserted granting Canada free entry for print 
paper and wood pulp whether she made any reciprocal conces- 
sions or not. That provision stands now regardless of Canada’s 
defeat of the general reciprocity plan and looks now as if free 
trade with the world in paper and pulp will-result. Representa- 
tions to this Government have been made already from five coun- 
tries—Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Germany and Austro-Hungary, 

“The President is known to favor the repeal of the free paper 
section of the Canadian reciprocity act, and that would, of course, 
square us with the world. Some Republicans would like to re- 
peal it, but not all of them, while the Democrats, who control 
the House, are solidly against it.”

Glaims of York Haven Paper Gompany Sustained 

York, Pa., December 22, 1911.—The contention of the York 
Haven Paper Company in its litigation with the York Haven Water 
and Power Company, involving the alleged diversion of water 
from the former’s plant by the latter concern, has been sustained 
in an opinion handed down by Judge Charles B. Witmer, of the 
United States Court for the Middle District of Pennsylvania 

When the York Haven Paper Company sold its riparian rights 
at the time the power plant was built it reserved forever a supply 
of water from the river sufficient to develop 3,000 horse power re- 
quired for its operations. In times of exceptionally low water the 
water and power company found it could not afford to let the 
paper company have this amount of water, and accordingly cut off 
its supply, whereas each party to the controversy alleged that such 
appropriation and use of the water was absolutely essential to its 
respective operations. 

The paper company went into the hands of a receiver tempo- 
rarily, because it said its. business was seriously interfered with and 
embarrassed by being unable to get its legal supply of water. 

The water and power company went into the hands of a receiver 
because of the serious apprehensions resulting from the paper 
company’s litigation with it. 

The opinion and decree of the court is as follows: 

“First—The defendant, its receiver, Edwin F. Baker, its ser- 
vants, agents and employees be and they are hereby perpetually 
enjoined and restrained forever hereafter, from depriving the 
plaintiff, the paper company, and its receiver, Henry W. Stokes, 
of a sufficient flow of water at the headgates of the plaintiff cor- 
poration to develop the 3,000 horse power excepted and reserved 
to the plaintiff, the York Haven Paper Company, under its deed 
to the Security Title and Trust Company, dated May 30. 1oo1, 
recorded in the office of the recorder of deeds in and for York 
County, Pa., in record book 12 M, page 340. 

“Second—The defendant, its receiver, Edwin F. Baker, its ser- 
vants, agents and employees, be and they are hereby perpetually 
enjoined and restrained forever hereafter from appropriating or 
using at any time, for any purpose whatsoever, any water in the 
dam or forebay of the defendant, the York Haven Water and 
Power Company, necessary to allow a sufficient flow of water 
at the headgates of the plaintiff, the York Haven Paper Company, 
to develop the 3,000 horse power excepted and reserved to the 
plaintiff, as aforesaid. 

“Third—The defendant, the York Haven Water and Power 
Company, its receiver, Edwin F, Baker, its servants, agents and 
employees, be and they are hereby perpetually enjoined and re- 
strained forever hereafter from appropriating or using at any time 
for any purpose whatsoever, any water in the dam or forebay of 
the defendant, the York Haven Water and Power Company, to 
any extent which will not leave unappropriated and unused by 
the said defendant a sufficient flow of water at the headgates of 
the York Haven Paper Company, the plaintiff, to develop the 3,000 
horse power, excepted and reserved, as aforesaid. 

“Fourth—That on plaintiff's motion a special master be appointed 
to ascertain and report to the court the amount of damages suf- 
fered by the York Haven Paper Company and its receiver by 
reason of said wrongful use and appropriation, by the defendant, 
of the said supply of water, reserved to the said plaintiff, and for 
defendant’s failure to supply and deliver at the plaintiff's head- 
gates the water as aforesaid, to the end that a proper order may 
be made requiring and directing the said defendant, the York 
Haven Water and Power Company, to pay over to the plaintiff, 
the receiver of the York Haven Paper Company, the amount of 
damages sustained in manner, as aforesaid.”

Retrospect and Prospect 


The old year is expiring, and the short season for retrospection 
and the making of good resolves is at its height. Tur Paper 
TRADE JouRNAL would be remiss in a pleasant duty and in cour- 
tesy did it neglect not only to wish its subscribers a Happy and 
Prosperous New Year, but if it failed to draw attention to the 
just cause for congratulation on the part of the paper industry 
in its entirety. And while offering these congratulations we must 
not fail to thank our good friends in the trade for their hearty co- 


operation in our own work. 


Looking backward over the short period of twelve months, there 
have been quite a few rough spots that have tended somewhat 
seriously, it is true, to interfere with the straight and smooth 
course of business. But the end has seen considerable improvement 
and expansion, which, when the difficulties and trials alluded to are 
taken into consideration, substantiates the fact that the manufac- 
turing and consuming strength of the paper industry are nothing 


short of marvelous. 


The figures have not yet been compiled, and it will be some time 
before the exact relation between production and consumption dur- 
ing I9II is known. But if the advance reports of the last census 
of manufactures may be taken as a criterion, and if general sur- 
face indications count for anything, it is safe to assume that the 
aggregate business that year has been more than satisfactory. It 
has probably come close to record figures, if indeed it has not 
equaled them. It may be relied upon that the consumption of 
paper of all grades has fully kept pace with the usual annual in- 
crease.

Paper for Government Use 


The quantity of and the specifications for the paper that will 
be required by the Public Printer during the year beginning March 
I, 1912, and ending February 28, 1913, have just been made known, 
They are given at length elsewhere in this issue, beginning on page 
8, and the bids will be opened at the office of the chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Printing in the Senate on Monday, January 15, 

The compilation of these specifications would probably have been 
completed several days ago, or perhaps a week or two earlier, but 
that the special committee entrusted with the work found it im- 
perative to make sundry alterations in the recognized standards 
of other years, involving many changes in the descriptions. 

Of the specified lots last year ten have been omitted, to be

nine new lots, involving descriptions sufficiently different from 


dropped altogether or be merged with others. year 
others heretofore existing to warrant a specific number for them- 
selves, have been added. There has been a marked tendency, too, 
to substitute weight for count, and as “pounds” are substituted for

But when the time come for readjusting the specifications for the 
following year, care was taken that they should conform more 
closely with practical requirements. It will therefore be noticed 
by those who read these new specifications, that there is in many 
instances a radical change; that the standards, especially as to 
print papers and papers which heretofore have allowed of a more 
or less liberal use of fillers, have been raised. In fact there has 
been a general uplifting all along the line. 

This is as it should have been, in conformity with the fact that 
the United States Government has need of the best, and, having

the money to pay for it, nothing but the best should suffice, 


ing the best, is at wide variance with common business sense, and 
there is no reason, therefore, why there should have been any 
grounds of complaint, except as against those who tried to do 
things too cheaply, relying upon the powers of Government to force 
exacting conditions in the fulfillment of contracts. 

Now that new standards have been set, and new divisions made, 
so as to provide for a sliding scale, the results will without doubt 
prove more satisfactory to both buyer and seller. 

It is hardly necessary to refute the absurd charges which have 
within the last few days found their way into public prints, It 
has been claimed that the paper supplied the Public Printer has 
been grossly adulterated, and that clay has been used as a substi- 
ture for rag fibres. If we were writing to the voting populace it 
might be necessary to enter into explanations and to define the 
Tespective merits or demerits of fibre and filler and their proper- 
ties. But to the paper trade it would be but to laugh. The sum 
and substance of the whole matter is that the Government au- 
thorities have awakened to the fact that the best is really the 
cheapest, even if it costs more money. They have governed them- 
selves accordingly by the proportion of the specifications of the 
various grades of paper now called for: 

In certain instances it has been decided by the special commit- 
tee that a cheaper grade would answer very well a specific pur- 
pose, and they provided for it accordingly. But in the aggregate 
there has been a reduction in the number of grades called for 
and their respective shades and weights. The results should 
prove more satisfactory both to the Government and to the trade, 
and we hope to see no more of that friction which followed the 
deliveries of last year. 


A Novel Scheme 


Cuicaco, Ill., December 23, 1911.—The Dennison Manufacturing 
Company, maker of tags and other paper articles, will start 1912 
under a unique scheme of reincorporation which, its authors sug- 
gest, may solve the industrial problem. 

The reincorporation contemplates taking control of the company 
out of the hands of persons not actively identified with the con- 
duct of the business and placing it in the hands of the employees. 

Under the rearrangement the company’s stock was increased 
from $2,500,000 to $4,500,000. This stock is known as the first 
preferred and carries 8 per cent. cumulative dividends. It is agreed 
that when the company earns more than enough to pay the divi- 
dends on this first preferred stock and take care of depreciation 
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of plant and other like charges, the surplus is to be reinvested in 
the business. 

Partnership non-transferable stock is to be issued to represent 
it. This stock, to have a par value of $10 a share, is to be dis- 
tributed among the company’s “principal employees” pro rata with 
their salaries as a reward of their zeal 
prosperity.

We think it would be well to inform the paper makers in general 
that hereafter they had better build of wood and rag, as it is much 
more substantial than clay or brick. Possibly it would be well to 
have President Taft secure the clay in Canada, then possibly it 
would be a lasting quality.

Press dispatch, appeared in many other papers besides the Chi- 
cago Tribune: 

WasHincton, D. C., December 21.—Discovery by the Con- 
gressional Joint Committee on Printing that adulterated paper had 
been used for years in the Government Printing Office today led to 
the announcement of a complete new set of government paper 
standards. 

[he paper adulteration was accomplished by the substitution of 
clay for the more substantial wood or rag fibres, leading to the 
fear that many of the printed records will crumble and become 
unreadable in less than a century. 

The joint committee has been at work for more than a year 
in an effort to bring about a reform and standardization of paper 
purchased for the Government and amounting to more than $1,000,- 
ooo yearly. The Public Printer today was authorized to advertise 
for bids on 25,600,000 pounds of paper for the year beginning 
March 1, next. 

In the new specifications the use of clay and mineral filler is 
closely restricted. 

Included for the first time in the vast amount of paper the 
Government will buy next year will be 600,000 pounds of news 
print paper. A large quantity of this cheaper paper will be used 
in the printing of Congressmen’s speeches the coming campaign 
year.

Paper Trade Assisted by Publicity—-Catalogues and Adyertising 
Matter Consume Large Quantitiee—-Thomas H. Doane Suc- 
ceeds J. H. MacLafferty as Vice President of the Pacific 
Coast Paper Company—Work Progressing on Installa- 
tion of Equipment for the California Paper and 
Board~Mills—San Francisco Items 


[FROM OUR|REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, December 20, 1911.—The Panama-Pacific Expo- 
sition Company is making rapid progress on the preliminary 
arrangements for the great event to take place in 1915, and 
its publicity department is now getting out a large quantity of 
advertising matter, being in itself quite a large consumer of paper. 
An important step has been taken by the appointment of Frederick 
J V. Skiff, director of the Field Columbian Museum of Chicago, 
as director in chief of participation, assuring the rapid completion 
of arrangements for the principal exhibits. Work on the Exposi- 
tion grounds is to be started early in the new year, and the 
prospect of employment is already attracting many people to the 
city. 

The issuance of catalogues and other forms of advertising mat- 
ter has been a prominent factor in the demand for various lines 
of print paper in the last month, and the local printers have been 
busier than usual with this class of work. It is interesting to 
note that one of the largest mail order houses in the country 
outside of Chicago is located at Sacramento, Cal., this house having 
distributed 175,000 copies of its holiday catalogue. Many jobbing 
houses of this city do all their advertising by means of catalogues, 
and several large concerns are getting out advertising publications 
every month. The catalogue and circular work is over for the 
time being, but a great deal of new material of the same kind will 
be issued during the spring. 


J. H. MacLafferty Leaves Pacific Coast Paper Gompany

San Francisco, December 20, 1911.—The Coast trade was sur- 
prised early this month by the announcement of the Pacific Coast 
Paper Company that James Henry MacLafferty had been suc- 
ceeded as vice president of that corporation by Thomas H. Doane, 
who was formerly secretary. The officers now are: F. Y. Norris, 
president; Thomas H. Doane, vice president; Frederic Morgan, 
secretary; Harry T. Moore, treasurer; E. E, Carreras and Harry 
C. Olmsted, directors. Mr. MacLafferty was one of the best 
known men in the Coast trade, having been connected with the 
paper business in this territory for the last sixteen years. He has 
been in charge of the local business of the Pacific Coast Paper 
Company since its organization, prior to which he covered the 
Coast for the Butler Paper Company, and within the last few 
years he has been instrumental in the establishment of distributing 
houses in other parts of the Coast. Mr. MacLafferty is taking 
up an entirely new line of work.

This company reports a highly satisfactory season all around, with 
a marked improvement during the last two weeks, which are said 
to have been the busiest in all departments which the company has 
ever experienced. 


Progress on New Equipment for CG. P. & B. Mills 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, December 20, 1911.—James Brown, of the 
California Paper and Board Mills, reports good progress on the 
installation of the new equipment at the plant at Antioch, Cal, 
and expects to have the addition in working order by the 1st of 
February. He says the market for the lines of wrapping paper, 
etc., produced there is very active, as usual at this time of year, 
and notes some increase in demand over former years, This 
mill has had a gradual growth from comparatively small begin- 
nings, and still confines its output within rather narrow limits, as 
far as variety is concerned, but is now quite an important factor 


in the Coast industry, and gives promise of considerable future 
development. 


San Francisco Items 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

A report has been circulated of late to the effect that a new 
wrapping paper store is to be started in San Francisco, but it is not 
known just where the story originated, and most of the local 
dealers believe it is without foundation. 

A. Fleishhacker & Co. report that the paper box business of 
late has hardly been up to expectations, being characterized by 
small orders and fierce competition. It has been realized for 
some time that competition was keener in this line than was de- 
sirable, but this condition promises to continue for some time 
to come. 

F. G. Wright, of the Willamette Pulp and Paper Company and 
the Lebanon Paper Company, states that both the wrapping mill 
at Lebanon, Ore., and the Oregon City news mill are keeping up 
a full capacity run, with plenty of water and generally favorable 
operating conditions, and an active market for the output of both 
plants. 

The Floriston Pulp and Paper Company's mill, Floriston, Cal., 
on the Truckee River, is said to be the busiest place in that part 
of the State, giving employment, directly and indirectly, to some 
300 men. In the past this company has been having its wood 
cut by contract, one contractor having furnished from 10,000 to 
15,000 cords annually, but it is reported that in future the com- 
pany will cut its own supply of wood. 

The Hoquiam Wood Pulp Company was recently organized at 
Hoquiam, Wash., with Frank Moore as manager. Mr. Moore 
has been in the Grays Harbor district for the last two years 
endeavoring to interest capital in his plan to grind sawdust into 
wood flour. The company, which is capitalized at $30,000, has 
secured a building and put in a lot of machinery, and several cars 
ci its product have already been shipped. 

A. J. Lewthwaite, of Portiand, Ore., manager of the Crown- 
Columbia Pulp and Paper Company, made a visit to the company’s 
headquarters in San Francisco early this month. 

The warehouse of the Pioneer Roll Paper Company on Fifty- 
fifth street, Los Angeles, was seriously damaged by fire on the 
right of December 11, the estimated loss being about $45,000. 

W. D. Carnes and C. W. Herrick, who supervised the installa- 
tion of machinery in the large paper plant at Hankow, China, 
passed through San Francisco about the first of the month om 
their return trip to New York.

A night crew has been put to work to rush to completion the 
new Lakeside Paper Company’s mill in West Neenah, Wis., so 
that operations may be begun February 1. 

The Fraser Lumber Company, who are among those who ex- 
perienced considerable disappointment at the defeat of reciprocity, 
have decided to remove their shingle mill at Edmonston, N. B., 
across the river to the American side.

Position of Pulp in Finland 

Mercator, the Finnish authority on the paper industry, con- 
tains the following under date of December 8: 

The week's great news is that the committee on paper of the 
American Newspaper Publishing Association has written an open 
letter to President Taft urging that the United States Govern- 
ment should admit duty free pulp and paper from foreign coun- 


tries as is done in the case of Canada. There cannot be any doubt 
that the favor conceded to Canada in this respect must also be 
extended to the twenty-eight nations which have commercial 
treaties with the States, and the result is watched with interest 
by the European countries exporting pulp to the States. 

Here in Finland rain fell just before the frost set in. At some 
places the rainfall was of little importance, but at others it rained 
heavily. The water conditions have thus improved somewhat, 
although we are unable at present to say in what degree. 


Foreign Hotes 


Syrian Imports of Paper 
Syria imports considerable quantities of wrapping, cigarette, 


cheap news, note and wall paper. This paper comes principally 
from Austria, Germany, France and Italy. 


Zurich Printery in Bad Straits 
The stock company, Wild & Co., of Zurich, operating with a 
capital of about $320,000, did not declare any dividend for the 


year 1910-1911, and it is thought the concern will go into liquida- 
tion. 


Austrian Bank Organizes Paper Company 
The Austrian Government has given a concession to the Allge- 
meine Verkehrsbank of Vienna to form a stock company in Vienna 
with a stock capital of about $120,000 to take over and operate 
the paper factory at Pribislawitz now in liquidation. 


No Organized German Participation in Ghent World’s Fair 


The Permanent German Exposition Commission announces, in 
conjunction with the Imperial Government, that no German de- 
partment proper will be organized at the Ghent Exposition in 


1913. This decision was arrived at owing to lack of interest in 
German industrial circles.

Alcohol from Gellulose Residue 

Chemists have found a way of obtaining alcohol from the 
water which remains after turning wood into cellulose. This 
water is chemically treated by adding to it a certain quantity 
of selected yeast and distilling the alcohol from the mixture. 
At Stutskar, Sweden, where 20,000 tons of paper pulp are made 
per annum, 12,000 hectoliters (about 10,000 barrels) of alcohol are 
obtained as a by-product. While this alcohol is not pure, smells 
bad and cannot be used for consumption, it answers industrial 
purposes perfectly and is used for these to very good advantage. 


German Paper Industry in October 

The cellulose factories had plenty to do, more than last year, or 
in the month of September, which fact is attributable to the intense 
activity prevailing in the paper manufacturing establishments. 

The wood pulp industry was handicapped by the lack of operating 
water and was not so busy as last year at this time. 

Printing paper was made extensively, tissue paper did not hold 
its own and cellulose wrapping paper was manufactured on a 
larger scale than last year. On the whole the paper industry 
reports favorably concerning the general run of business.

A Heavy Fire Loss 

Fed by an immense quantity of inflammable material and ham- 
pered by the absence of water, one of the hottest fires seen in the 
Greater Metropolitan district in many months destroyed the entire 
office and plant of the S. E. & M. Vernon Company, manufacturers 
of blank books and book binders at 130 North Eleventh street, 
Greenpoint, Brooklyn, last Friday night, causing a loss close on to 
a $1,000,000. 

Despite the efforts of the firemen to obtain a supply of water, 
the pressure was so poor at eleven o'clock that it looked as though 
the entire Greenpoint section of Brooklyn would catch fire. Both 
firemen and policemen were ordered to the roofs of hundreds of 
houses with buckets of water to put out the burning paper and 
falling sparks, which filled the air. 

The first alarm was sent in about eight o’clock, but before the 
engines answered flames were shooting out of the windows on the 
sixth floor and eating their way to the roof. The firemen were 
powerless to cope with the oncoming disaster, as the water from 
the hose could not be forced above the second floor of either the 
Vernon buildings, or the adjoining eight-story loft structure, which 
by this time was also in flames. The second alarm was immediately 
sounded, followed in quick succession by the third and fourth, and 
for the first time in many years, the “Borough Alarm.” This last 
call brought twelve engines from Manhattan, with three hook and 
ladders, four fuel wagons, one water tower, three battalion chiefs, 
one deputy chief and the fireboat “Van Wyck.” 

At ten o'clock the walls began toppling over on every side, and 
many firemen were injured, and it was not until after midnight 
before it was under control. 

It is estimated that the factories alone were worth more than 
$1,000,000, not counting the damage done to the roofs of many 
neighboring houses, and the heavy supply of stock and machinery 
of the Vernon Company.

How to Get Fast Blue Shade 
Question No. 960. 

I would like to ask through the Questions and Answers how to 
get a blue shade to fine writing paper, so it will not fade? 
ANSWER: 

To make a fine writing paper of blue shade the beaterman 
should beat the stock as slow and as uniformly as possible, and 
add the alum size and color at a certain time so as to guarantee 
uniformity in these respects. The stock should be beaten a limited 
time, and should not under any circumstances be cut by action 
of the beater roll. At least ten hours should be consumed in the 
beating of this stock. 

On the machine the wire shake must be looked to to accomplish 
much toward knitting the fibres together and properly closing 
them, so as to produce the best possible strength and uniformity. 
The speed of the machine should be slow enough to run the paper 
without trouble from crush or suction boxes. The felts should be 
positively clean and the press levers should carry heavy weight. 
The drying should be gradual and not forced. The temperature 
of the size in the machine size tub should be kept at a uniform 
temperature. And all draws on the machine should be slack as 
possible. To make the paper unfadable a high priced ultramarine 
blue should be used and rather an excess of alum than not enough. 


Test as to Boiling Rags 
Question No. 970. 

I would like to ask some reader of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 
to tell me how I may make a test in boiling rags so as to find out 
the proportion of caustic to the rags and also the loss of rags 
sustained in boiling? 

ANSWER: 

The best plan is to take one grade of rag for trial. Fill the rags 
into the boiler with a known quantity of soda. A record is made 
of the weight of rags, the volume of liquor and its strength and 
the capacity of the boiler. The amount of rags put into the boiler 
should be as much as it will take when the rags have been trod- 
den in after the liquor has been added. The time at which the 
steam is brought to its maximum pressure is next noted. Samples 
of the liquor should be withdrawn every hour and tested for free 
soda, and the boiling should be continued until the free soda 
remains constant. The total soda should be determined in the 
first and last sample taken. When the rags are removed from 
the boiler a sample should be taken and held for future com- 
parisons. 

A second boiling should be conducted same as the first, but 
using soda slightly more than in the first test. The boiling con- 
tinues until the soda remains constant. The boiled rags should 
then be compared with those of the first test, and the difference, 
if any, made note of. 

To determine the loss of rags during the boil, taken 10 pounds, 
selected, so as to represent the lot, and they should be tied up in 
a cheesecloth bag and then placed in with the bail. After the 
rags are removed from the boiler the contents of the bag are 
removed, and are bone dried and then exposed to air until air- 
dry weight is obtained; having been weighed before being placed 
in the boiler, the difference in weight at first and second weighings 
will represent the loss during treatment. 


The liquors taken from the boiler during progress of boiling 
should be placed in the hands of a competent chemist, who will 


give complete analysis, which can be used as a guide in future 
boilings. 


Wrinkles in Dryer Felts 
Question No. 971. 

I am having a lot of trouble with a new dryer felt running into 
a wrinkle, and I cannot understand why it should. If some 
reader of THe Paper TRADE JouRNAL can help me out of this 
trouble I wish to thank him very much. 


~ ANSWER: 


The causes of wrinkles in dryer felt are more than one. It may 
take place when one of the carrying rolls becomes misplaced, or 
should the stretch roll gear slip out of place while the machine 
tender is tightening or slackening the felt the same thing often 
happens. 

On a new dryer felt, when all the rolls are in their proper 
position and the felt becomes wrinkled, it is usually from being 
too tight, and the wrinkle takes the form of a straight wrinkle, 
thus showing that it is not caused from any roll being out of 
position. The cause of such wrinkle is when the paper has damp- 
ened the felt and caused: it to shrink until it becomes so tight 
that it jumps into a straight wrinkle. If the up-to-date tension 
rolls were in use at such a time the felt would not wrinkle, as the 
tension roll would allow for the shrinkage of the felt, and it is 
only on old fashioned machines that such a thing as a straight 
wrinkle on a new dryer felt could take place. 

Getting such a wrinkle out of a new dryer felt is another ques- 
tion, and a very difficult one. If the wrinkle is discovered before 
it has a chance to become well formed, there is a possibility of 
saving the felt, but when it becomes thoroughly fixed in the felt 
it is impossible to remove it entirely. The first thing to do is 
to place the helpers on each side of the felt and let them use 
every ounce of strength in pulling on the felt. When the felt 
becomes dry a solution of size and water should be rubbed onto 
the wrinkle. This part of the felt will, when dry, be found to be 
more slack than any other part of it, and if the slackness can be 
taken up there is a chance that the felt may be saved, but it must 
be done in time, and quick work is very necessary.

Railway Must Pay for Lost Rag Stock 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Mass., December 26, 1911—A decision of vast im- 
portance to the shipper and consignee of paper stock was rendered 
a few days ago by the Supreme Court of Massachusetts against 
the New York Central Railroad, in the case of P. Gargan, Inc. 
It concerns the shipment of new cut rags which were destroyed 
while in the car of the defendant railroad at Mittineague, Mass. 
“Tom” Garvan acting in the interests of his firm tried to affect 
an amicable settlement, and wrote to President Brown, of the 
New York Central, who took shelter behind the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, stating “that on account of the interstate com- 
merce laws the matter could not be settled, and that they would 
have to defend the case in court if necessary.” There was nothing 
to do then but for the Garvans to bring suit to recover for the 
loss of their stock and in the first trial of the case they were 
awarded full damages and costs. The railroad appealed to the 
high court in the State with the result that the decision secured

10,000 


in the lower court was unanimously affirmed. The defense of the 
railroad was that the car of rag stock was destroyed by spon- 
taneous combustion. A. A. T. 


Indictments in Austin Dam Gase 


Coupersport, Pa., December 21, 1911.—The Potter County grand 
jury returned indictments today against George C. Bayless, presi- 
dent, and Fred N. Hamlin, superintendent, of the Bayless Pulp and 
Paper Company, of Austin, Pa., charging involuntary manslaughter 
because of the Austin dam disaster September 30 last. 

The grand jury failed to return a bill in the case of Michael C. 
Bailey, the caretaker of the dam. It is said that Bailey will be 
called as a witness when Bayless and Hamlin go to trial at the 
March term of court. 


Goods Remaining in Bonded Warehouses 


The October summary of commerce and finance, compiled by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, Bureau of Statistics, 
shows the total value of goods remaining in bonded warehouses 
at the end of October, 1911, to be $61,568,765, a decrease of $02,- 
331 over September, 1911, and $6,688,768 over October, 1910. Of 
the amount remaining in bonded warehouses, paper, paper stock 
and paper makers’ chemicals is valued at $418,309, an increase of 
$46,912 over the corresponding period a year ago, and a de- 
crease of $26,328 over the corresponding period a month ago. 

The following tabulation shows the value of goods in the 
paper industry remaining in bonded warehouses in the United 
States for the months ended October 31, 1911, September 30, 1911 
and October 31, 1910:

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A SUCTION ROLL 


Improvement Perfected in Revolving Rolls for Extracting Water 
and Moisture from Pulp While Forming into a Sheet on the 
Wire or Felt—Invented by O. H. Dowell, Washington, 
D. C., and Assigned to Sandusky Foundry and Ma- 
chine Company—Description by the Inventor

An improvement in suction rolls for the extraction of water and 
moisture from pulp while forming on the wire or felt has been per- 
fected by Osgood H. Dowell, of Washington, D. C., and assigned 
by him to the Sandusky Foundry and Machine Company, of San- 
dusky, Ohio. The description of the invention which follows is 
by the inventor: 

“The object of the invention is to provide a suction roll which 
shall be efficient in operation either with light or heavy suction; 
one wherein the adjustment is convenient; and the construction of 
which is simple and practical for manufacture. 

“My invention embodies the basic principle disclosed in William 
H. Millspaugh’s United States Patent No. 895,283, of maintaining 
airtight contact between the suction box and interior surface of 
the revolving shell or cylinder at a limited degree of pressure, so 
as to prevent the box from becoming locked to the cylinder under 
influence of the suction, which has greatly improved the efficiency 
of suction rolls and made it possible to operate safely with heavy 
suction or substantial vacuum. 

“In a suction roll embodying my invention, the pressure of con- 
tact between the box and cylinder is determined by relative radial 
adjustment, but can be regulated by a single adjusting instru- 
mentality adapted to be manipulated at one end of the suction 
roll, preferably at the front end for convenience of the operator. 
This is accomplished by supporting one member, either the cylin- 
der or the box, by adjustable elements controlling the relative 
radial position of the box in the cylinder and adapted to be simul- 
taneously operated by the said adjusting instrumentality, the latter 
being longitudinally arranged and connected mediately or imme- 
diately to the relative fixed member. In a preferred embodiment, 
the said adjustable elements constitute the cylinder bearings, and 
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they are slidably mounted on projecting end portions of the box 
to move oppositely inward or outward on opposite slants or in- 
clines to the axis of the cylinder, whereby the pressure of contact 
between the box and interior surface of the cylinder is increased 
or diminished as the distance between the cylinder bearings is 
varied. In said embodiment the cylinder rests upon the box ex- 
cept in so far as it is partially sustained by its bearings adjustable 
on the inclined end portions of the box; and the weight of the 
cylinder and the cylinder bearings thus supplies the force for main- 
taining the pressure of contact, the same being limited by the ad- 


justment of the heads or cylinder bearings in a direction to release 
the weight. 

“The invention will now be more fully described with reference 
to the accompanying drawings, which are to be taken as a part 
of this specification, and then more particularly pointed out in the 
appended claims. 

“In said drawings Fig. 1 is a longitudinal vertical section of a 
suction roll embodying my invention, in what I now consider a 
preferred form. Fig. 2 is a cross section of line 2—2 of Fig. 1, 
Fig. 3 is a vertical longitudinal section through one end of the roll 


showing a modification of Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a longitudinal vertical 
section of another form of suction roll embodying my invention. 
Fig. 5 is a front end elevation thereof. Fig. 6 is a longitudinal 
vertical section of a modification of Fig. 3, and in which the suc- 
tion box rests on the bottom of the interior surface of the cylin- 
der and bears thereupon of its own weight. Figs. 7 and 8 are 
longitudinal vertical sections of other embodiments of my in- 
vention. 

“A denotes the roll supports or standards; B the suction box and 
C the revolving foraminous shell or cylinder. 

“It is understood that the open face of the box is provided with 
suitable packing for contact with the interior surface of the cylin- 
der, and is in communication in any suitable manner with a suc- 
tion pump or exhaust apparatus. In the illlustration the box is 
shown having tubular extensions or end portions D adapted for 
coupling with the pipe connections. 

“In Figs. 1 and 2 the box is fixed, its tubular extensions or end 
portions D being rigidly mounted on the standards A. Said end 
portions may be considered as arms supporting the box proper. 
The cylinder C has its bearings on circular elements or heads E, 
which are axially movable within the cylinder and are slidably 
mounted upon the end portions or arms D, the latter being oppo- 
sitely inclined. As shown more clearly in Fig. 2, the heads are 
provided with correspondingly inclined guide openings e, slidably 
fitted on the inclined arms; in lieu of which there may be other 
forms of inclined guides between the head and arms, The arms 
D are shown inclining downward, though they might incline up- 
ward. An adjusting rod F, preferably centrally arranged, held 
against longitudinal movement, but capable of being rotated, rig- 
idly connects. the heads E and is threaded in one with a right hand 
screw and in the other with a left hand screw, as indicated at + 
and y. To hold the rod, its forward end is or may be swiveled in 
the front standard A, or it might be swiveled in a lug on the bot- 
tom of the box or the arm D. The swivel connection, as repre- 
sented, allows the rod to rise and fall with the heads E and the 
cylinder journaled threeon; a being a short vertical slot between 
the bolt head f and a collar f affixed on the rod at opposite sides 
of the slot. Instead of the bolt head f, for adjusting the rod by 
means of a wrench, the rod may be operated by any other suitable 
manipualting device. It is noted that the heads E are held in fixed 
relation and prevented from axial displacement by the adjusting

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rod, and are prevented from rotation by the end portions or arms 
D of the box. By turning the rod F the heads E will be simul- 
taneously moved in opposite directions, riding up or down on the 
oppositely inclined arms D of the suction box, and thereby lifting 
or lowering the cylinder therewith, according to the direction of 
axial movement of the heads. The bearing pressure of the cylin- 
der upon the box may thus be regulated to the exact degree 
desired. 

“The shell or cylinder C may be held against endwise movement 
by any suitable means. For example, thrust collars may be placed 
at opposite sides of the drive gear G, as shown in Fig. 1, where the 
rear standard is bifurcated to provide said thrust collars, the gear 
being secured on the cylinder between the two members of the 
standards. Other suitable arrangements would be to have the op- 


posite thrusts of the cylinder sustained by the opposite standards, 
or thrust collars may be revolubly fitted to the ends of the cylin- 
der and arranged for radial or up and down movement on the 
arms D of the suction box. 

“As shown in Fig. 2, the vertical dimensions of the guide open-

ings e in the heads E are greater than the vertical dimensions of 
the guides or arms D of the suction box, leaving a space or clear- 
ance, as shown, in each head; so that the heads or cylinder bear- 
ings, together with the cylinder, are capable of independent up and 
down movement, and the cylinder rests upon the suction box ex- 
cept in so far as its weight is relieved by the adjustment of the 
heads on the arms D. I consider this a preferred construction for 
the reason that the box is maintained in contact with the cylinder 
under yieldable pressure; that is, the cylinder being free to rise, 
bears yieldingly upon the box. I do not confine myself, however, 
to an arrangement wherein the pressure of contact is yielding, for 
it is obvious that the guide-ways e may be formed to fit the guides 
or arms D so as to avoid independent radial movement, in ‘which 
case the radial adjustment of the cylinder, either inward or out- 
ward, would be positively effected by and depend upon the slid- 
ing contact between the guides and guideways for both directions 
of axial adjustment of the heads or cylinder bearings. By radial 
adjustment of the cylinder or cylinder bearings I mean adjustment 
thereof which results in relative adjustment of the suction box 
radially of the cylinder. 

“Fig. 3 shows a modification of Fig. 1, in which the cylinder 
bearings are fixed and the suction box is the movable member. 
The cylinder has its bearings in the standards A, and the heads E, 
axially movable in the cylinder bearings, or in the cylinder, slid- 
ably support the box for positive adjustment thereof up and down 
or inward or outward as the heads are axially adjusted, the con- 
struction being otherwise substantially similar to that shown in 
Fig. 1. In this view, however, I show the guides or arms D in- 
clined upward, and the right hand and left hand screws of the 
adjusting rod F transposed. The swivel connection of the ad- 
justing rod is to a bracket or arm projecting from the front 
standard or bearing. 

“Figs. 4 and 5 show another construction. in which the cylinder 
has fixed bearings in the standards A, and the suction box is the 


movable member. In this case the adjustable elements which sup- 
port the box are indicated by the symbol E’, and they are in the 
form of crossbars, as shown in Fig. 5, and arranged in guide- 
ways e' in the standards just beyond the bush linings of the cylin- 
der bearings. When the heads E’ are adjusted inwardly they may 
pass within the ends of the cylinder. The end portions of arms D 
of the cylinder are in this instance shown straight instead of in- 
clined, and the heads E’ are provided with guide flanges or gibs 
e’ working in lateral ways or grooves in the end portions of the 
box, the guides at the two ends of the machine being oppositely 
inclined. The heads E are connected by the adjusting rod F in the 
manner hereinbefore explained for controlling the relative radial 
adjustment between the box and cylinder by the axial adjustment 
of the heads. 

“Fig. 6 shows a modification of Figs. 4 and 5 wherein the suc- 
tion box is inverted and bears upon the bottom of the shell or 
cylinder, as in cases where the wire or felt, or the sheet of paper, 
passes under the suction roll. Otherwise, the construction is sub- 
stantially the same as in Fig. 4, except that the guide grooves in 
the sides of the arms D are wider than the gibs or guide flanges 
e*, so as to give clearance and allow the suction box to bear of 
its own weight upon the interior surface of the cylinder, save as 
the weight is relieved by the adjustment of the heads E’ in a di- 
rection to raise the box from said surface. 

“It will be observed that in Fig. 1 the axially adjustable ele- 
ments support the cylinder and ride upon inclined bearings on the 
box, or rather the arms D of the box, which thus support said ele- 
ments; while, in Figs. 3, 4 and 6, the axially adjustable elements 
support the box and provide inclined bearings therefor. In these 
latter figures, however, the axially adjustable elements are slidably 
fitted to both members of the suction roll; that is, the cylinder and 
the box, being actually so arranged in Fig. 3 and substantially so 
in Figs. 4 and 6, considering the cylinder bearings as a necessary 
complement of the cylinder. 

“In contradistinction from the preceding figures, I show in Fig. 
7 an embodiment of my invention wherein the axially adjustable 
elements, being slidably fitted to the box, support and also provide 
inclined bearings for the cylinder. In this construction the 
axially adjustable elements consist of heads or blocks E’* having 
inclined tops and bottoms, and working in correspondingly shaped 
openings or slideways in annular cylinder bearings C’, the latter 
being supported on said heads. Thé said heads E? are also pro- 
vided with slideways or openings slidably fitted on the end por- 
tions or arms D of the suction box for movement parallel with the 
axis of the cylinder, the said arms D being straight in this instance, 
and mounted on the standards A. The heads E* and their slide- 
ways in the cylinder bearings C* are oppositely arranged at the 
two ends of the cylinder, and said heads E® are connected; by an 
adjusting rod F in the same manner as in the other constructions, 
for moving said heads simultaneously in opposite directions. It 
will be seen that the cylinder rests upon the box by its own weight 
and the added weight of the cylinder bearings, except in so far as 
the weight is relieved by the heads E*, which can be adjusted as 
desired to raise or dower the cylinder and limit its bearing pressure 
upon the box to any degree desired. The heads E’? may occupy 
the full space of their slideways in the cylinder bearings, but pref- 
erably clearance is provided between the bottom inclines of the 
heads and the bottoms of said slideways, in order to allow an inde- 
pendent lifting of the cylinder, and thus have its bearing pressure 
upon the box yieldable. Fig. 7 may, therefore, be considered as a 
modification of Fig. 1. The cylinder bearings C? take the end 
thrust of the cylinder, and said bearings are connected by suitable 
tie rods C’. 

“In Fig. 8 I show a construction wherein the slanting bearings 
or supporting surfaces between the axially adjustable elements and 
the radially movable member of the apparatus are inclined in the 
same direction instead of opposite directions at the two ends of the

cylinder. In this construction the suction box is shown as the 


radially movable member, the cylinder being journaled in bearings 
in the standard A. The axially adjustable elements consist of 
heads E* slidably mounted in the standards or cylinder bearings 
in the same manner as in Figs. 4 and 5, and having inclined gibs 
or guide flanges e* working in inclined flanges e* on the sides of 
the arms D* of the suction box. The heads E® are connected by 
the adjusting rod F*, which in this instance is longitudinally mov- 
able, and has a screw f* threaded or tapped in an arm rising from 
the front standard A, and provided with a bolt head f for screwing 
said rod to move it rearward and forward to adjust the heads, 
and thereby adjust the box with relation to its bearing pressure 
against the interior surface of the cylinder. The rod F* is shown 
loosely inserted through the heads E* and provided with collars at 
opposite sides of the heads, so that the latter will be positively 
adjusted with the endwise adjustment of the rod. To prevent 
longitudinal displacement of the suction box, its front arm D* has 
a vertical sliding connection on the arm A’ rising from the front 
standard; for example, a T-shaped guide working in guideways, 
as indicated at D*; or, in lieu of this construction, the suction box 
may be vertically guided at both ends of the apparatus. Instead 
of the tubular end portions D of the box in the preceding figures, 
the box in Fig. 8 has closed ends, as indicated in dotted lines, and 
is in communication with the pump by a pipe C* connected medially 
with the box. 

“I have illustrated several constructional embodiments of my 
invention by way of example, from which it will appear that the 
specific arrangement. and the details of construction may be modi- 
fied in various ways, and hence I do not desire to be understood 
as limiting myself to the specific construction shown, or to any 
particular form of embodiment.” 


“*The House of Andrews” 


The R. P. Andrews Paper Company, at Washington, D. C., more 
commonly known as “The House of Andrews,” is a live example 
of the wonderful paper age. This fact is borne out in a recent is- 
sue of the Washington Herald, in which twelve pages are devoted 
to this company, and an interesting article, under the caption of the 
“Age of Paper,” by R. P. Andrews himself. 

In this article Mr. Andrews, president of the company, illus- 
trates the different uses of paper. As an example he takes a day 
in the life of a man who has become converted to the idea of 
the age. 

“At sun-up,” says Mr. Andrews, “he arises from his bed and 
throws aside the paper blanket which covered him during the 
night. He goes to his morning bath carrying a paper towel over 
his arm. After bathing and dressing he sits down to his break- 
fast table, covered with a paper tablecloth, sips his coffee from a 
paper cup, eats his meal, which has been prepared in a paper bag, 
and wipes the smudge from his lips with a paper napkin. Then 
he dons his overcoat, which is lined with paper, and goes to work. 
No matter what his line of work may be, he will find more use of 
paper during the day. The carpenter must have his plans, the 
architect his drawings, the lawyer his books and the doctor his 
prescription pad. 

“Finally the day’s work is done and he buys his newspaper, sits 
at his fireside in his paper slippers, and smokes a cigar which is 
brought him sealed in an oiled paper and lying on a paper tray. It 
it lighted with a paper match. About the only thing that paper 
hasn’t done is to become a staple article of diet.” 

In speaking of the business, which has been his lifelong ambi- 
tion, as indeed “the paper age” has been his life!ong belief, Mr. 
Andrews is too modest concerning his own achievements. He has 
toiled unremittingly for years to build up the business. He has 
worked in a manner that would have broken a less hardy man— 
yet it has not affected him physically, and his robust appearance, 
with his modesty, might easily lead to an underestimating of what 
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he has really done. With his success in business Mr. Andrews 
has collected a fund of information of all kinds, and his lessons 
in the hard school of practical experience have proved valuable 
to him. 

Reviewing the success of the organization, and the part played 
by C. T. Daly, vice president, and L. F. Valentine, secretary- 
treasurer, the Herald has the following to say: 

“One of the men who stands as symbolic of the success of the 
R. P. Andrews Paper Company is ‘Cap’ Daly, a man who has 
been in the paper business longer than many of the employees 
have lived. ‘Cap,’ as everyone calls the vice president, is a quiet, 
undemonstrative man who never raises his voice and never ap- 
pears perturbed. But anyone will tell you that the ‘Cap’ is always 
and eternally on the job. 

“Auditing and generally watching out for the bookkeeping of a 
concern of the size of the R. P. Andrews Paper Company is no 
joke, and the man who holds the position must be a man who has 
been previously tried under the most exacting conditions and must 
have measured up to his mark. Such a man is L. F. Valentine, 
formerly a high official in the Standard Oil Company. He has 
created a place for himself that no other man in the office could 
fill. If a commission man makes an error Valentine finds it. If 
a bill of goods has been sent out and the report on it is overdue, 
Valentine knows it. He is a large factor in the perfect system 
that makes the company almost infallible. 

“One of the most interesting mementos of the ‘Greater Washing- 
ton’ crusade, which he fostered five years ago, is a map now in 
the office of R. P. Andrews, which shows what the concerns inter- 
ested hope some day to gain for Washington. The map shows the 
Southwestern section of the United States and circles represent- 
ing a 150 mile area spread out from the Capital City. A heavily 
lined parallelogram shows the trade that merchants by the exer- 
cise of ordinary business methods might obtain as part of the 
Washington jobbing district. 

“It is noticeable that the western point of the parallelogram 
touches eastern Ohio—and this country had already been devel- 
oped by the Andrews Paper Company when the boom was started. 

“Some day all big merchants in this city may reach out as has 
the Andrews Paper Company. But meanwhile this map stands as 
a symbol of the spirit of the pioneer which has opened the trail 
of commerce, and now awaits others who are to follow.”

While transient orders for News Print are small in volume, con- 
tract business is well up to the season’s expectations, and manu- 
facturers have little cause for complaint. Kraft papers are falling 
off somewhat, shutdowns being recorded in several quarters. 
Side Runs are high and scarce. Manilas, Common Bogus and 
Fibre papers, though quiet, are firm. Tissues likewise feel the 
effects of after-holiday buying. The quietness of the entire 
market is due partially to the fact that local jobbers are beginning 
to balance their books and take inventory, and partially on ac- 
count of manufacturers withdrawing their salesmen from the 
road during the holidays. Inventories will be over and salesmen 
back on the road shortly after January 1, and a general resump- 
tion of business is expected to be under way by the 1oth. Dis- 
tributors as well as manufacturers join hands in the belief that 
the year’s records will show up exceptionally 
the many disturbing features of 1911.

NEW YORK MISCELLANEOUS MARKETS 


ALUM.—Though new business is quiet, the paper industry is 
drawing freely on old contracts. Values remain at I@1‘%c., as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

BARYTES.—The market is reported very quiet for the end 
of the year. We quote: Foreign $18@22.50, and Domestic $16@17. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Arrivals from abroad over the in- 
terval have kept the tone of this market in the same easy posi- 
tron as last reported. Spot bleach commands $1.22% and up as to 
brand, quantity and seller, while 1912 contracts are being made 
at $1.20@1.25. 

BLUES.—Quietness continues to prevail in the ultramarine 
market, though several orders for immediate shipments were re- 
ported during the interval. Ultramarines are held at 5@15c., ac- 
cording to quantity, quality and seller. 


CASEIN.—New business was reported but fair during the 
interval, with prevailing quotation of 9@o'%c. ruling firm. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—This market presents an unsettled ap- 
pearance, due primarily to the recent establishment of an in- 
creased duty by the United States Government on low grade 
stuff to 25 per cent. Importations will now be classified as 
“chemical mixtures.” Domestic producers will be able to com- 
pete with the imported item, and it is said that lower prices for 
all grades will go into effect the early part of 1912. Previous 
quotations are repeated for the time being, as follows: 334@s%c.
